A congressional storm has 
developed concerning use of 
federal funds by the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) to 
subsidize the. activities of the 
National Student Association 
(NSA) and other private 
groups. The not-so-subtle 
practice of funncllng federal 
monies* thrqugh private 
"foundations" to the NSA 
and other groups has .raised 
further questions. 

There seems to be no 
doubt hut that Communist 
propaganda is disseminated, 
and perhaps subversion car- 
ried on, at meetings of some 
youth and other organiza- 
tions. There Is an obvious 
need to counteract such activ- 
ities.. However, the proper 
method of meeting these 
Communist challenges is sub- 
ject to the most careful in" 
quiry. 

. Traditionally, governmen- 
tal intelligence-agencies have 
operated through "plants" 
or paid agents, who have 
joined organizations for the 
specific purpose of ascer- 
taining confidential and valu- 
able information. The CIA 
pr actic e crt providing secret 
financial support for organi- 
zations' internal, regional — 
and even international — ac- 
tivities (with only a few mem- 
bers being aware 'of the 
source of the subsidy) is high- 
ly questionable. Strangely

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Springfield Report 



By Richard Lockhart 

"C-B Now" was the slogan 
worn by, the hundreds of gov- 
ernmental employees who 
descended on the legislative 
hearing in Springfield last 
week. 

If you are curious, the C-B 
stood for "collective bargaln- 
Jng t " alid th eir mission was 
to let the House LaboTTmftl 
Industry . Committee knovv^ 
that they strongly supported 
House Bill 209, inroduced by 
Representative John W. Lew- 
is (R.Marshall). 

If enacted, this bill, would 
permit the employees of any 
governmental unit to bargain 
collectively with their em- 
ploying agency. 
, This would apply to police- 
men, firemen, teachers, nurs- 
es, and.aU other public* em- 
ployees. 

Clearly, ovary part of Illi- 
nois would bo affected. 

As it stands now, there is 
no Illinois law which either 
permits or prohibits collec- 
tive bargaining by govern- 
ment employees. The Su- 
preme Court, • however, has 
ruled that strikes by govern- 
ment employees are illegal. 

With this decision in mind, 
I believe H.B. 289 will be 
amended to include a "no- 
strike" provision, and It will 
pass the house and .probably 
the Senate. , 

In the Senate, the empha- 
sis seems to be on imposing 
penalties on those public em- 
ployees who do strike. 



For example, Senator Ar« 
rington (R-Evanaton) has In- 
troduced a bill which would 
deny pension rights to any 
public employee who engages 
In a strike. Senator Arthur 
Gottschalk (R-Flossmoor) has 
introduced a proposal to out- 
law pay raises for: a period 
of two years after a strike. 

Ills blir~would-olso permit 

the government agency, and 
any citizen to sue for dam- 
ages incurred as a result of 
a strike. 

These two bills probably 
Will not pas's, but .they, will 
insure that" the "no-strike" 
provision will be added ' to 
the CB bill (collective, bar- 
gaining). 

The future of the CB bill 
will be shaped, perhaps, at 
the next committee hearing 
when opponents -of the bill 
will present their views. 

Within the next week or 
two, a special commission 
appointed - last year, by' Gov : 
ernor Kerner will make some 
recommendations on the. en- 
tire matter of collective bar- 
gaining for all governmental 
employees. 

The report of this com- 
mission will have a very sig- 
nificant effect on every 
school district, city, town, 
village, township, special dis- 
trict and county in Illinois.

Cost Of 

Education 

Increasing 

The cost of education, at 
the State Level, has splraled 
in recent years and is in- 
creasing at such a rate that 
it may emerge as the num- 
ber._onc„flpcal_ problem of 
the 75th Illinois General As- 
sembly according to the Tax- 
payers' Federation of Illinois. 
In the 70th biennlum (1057- 
59), education appropriations 
totaled $473,150,100 or 20.7% 
of the total State- appropria- 
tions Of $2,285,505,553. In 
the present 75th- biennlum 
(1965-67), education appropri- 
ations totaled $1,281,930,499 
or 28.6% of the total State 
appropriations of $4,479,294,- 
455. 

Based oh the appropriation. 
requests being made by vari- 
ous governmental -agencies 
for the 75th biennlum, the 
expenditures for educational 
purposes will continue to ex- 
pand rapidly. 

The Board of Higher Edu- 
cation, after screening re- 
quests by our institutions of 
higher learning, has recom- 
mended an appropriation of 
$1,061,801,670, an Increase of 
$509,549,279 over the last bi- 
ennlum. In addition, funds 
totaling $912,487,547, includ- 
ing the increase of $134,453,- 
247 necessary to maintain 
the foundation level of $330 
per pupil, have been request- 
ed for the 75th biennlum for 
elementary and' secondary 
education. Should the pro- 
posed level of support be en- 
acted, an additional minimum 
of $128,609,438 would be re- 
quired, and would raise the 
request to $1,041,096,985 for 
elementary and secondary 
education. The total request 
for all educational agencies 
in the State would approxi- 
mate $2,102,898,655. Also, 
there will be other bills pass- 
ed by the General Assem- 
bly concerning education, 
that will not be sponsored by 
an agency, but will add to 
the total cost. 

The total request of $2,- 
102,898,055 already made for 
the 75th biennium, repre- 
sents an increase of $820,- 
968,156 or 64%. When con- 
sidered' in conjunction with 
the additional millions of dol- 
lars being requested by other 
State governmental agencies, 
the General Assembly will 
find it both necessary and 
difficult to obtain additional 
revenues to .support the pro- 
posed increases.

Issuance of newly design- 
ed driver lleonses, with dis- 
tinctive color combinations 
to distinguish licenses Issued 
to minors from those issued 
lb adults, has begun, Secre- 
tary of Slate Paul Powell has 
announced, 

"It is odn hope. and belief 
that these new types of li- 
censes and ' the safeguards 
against alteration will help 
law enforcement officers anil 
business establishments' In 
the proper ^identification of 
drivers," Secretary Powell 
said. 

The licenses Issued to 
minors are predominantly 
red and gold, featuring a 
large gold .Great Seal of the 
State of. Illinois in lite center, 
surrounded by smaller seals 
in ".red, Mr. Powell said. 



Those Issued to adults are 
predominantly blue and 
green, featuring 'a picture of 
the State Capitol. 
, For both minors and 
adults, the type of license is 
indicated near the top of lite 
license card. 'On either side 
of the word "Illinois," ap- 
pears the designation, "Op- 
erator's License,"' VChauf- 
feur's License" or "Instruc- 
tion Permit," as the case 
miry he. . -I* . 

Existing licenses remain 
valid, and need not be ex- 
changes for the new types, 
Secretary Powell said. This 
means, he pointed out, that 
under the present provisions 
of the Drivers License Act, It. 
will require three -years for 
a complete; -conversion to the 
new licenses. 



Sec. Seeks To Increase Filing Fees 



Springfield, Jan. 24— Sec- 
retary of State Pool Powell 
announced today he has had 
legislation introduced Into 
the General Assembly in- 
creasing 'certain filing fees 
collected by the Corporation 
Division of his office. 

The fee Increases, the first 
since 1020, would increase 
state revenue by $15 million 
fljiicnnium and ore Intended 
to make the fees more repre- 
sentative of present- day 
costs, Mr, Powell said. Even 
with these Increases the Illi- 
nois fees will still be lower 
than in most other slates, he 
added. No increase is called 
for in the franchise-lax 

The measure would estab- 
lish a $50 Tee for filing an- 
nual reports, and would in- 
crease from $20 to $100 the 
fee far filing articles of in- 
corporation oPa new Illinois 
organization: from $20 to 
$50 for .filing articles of 



amendment unless the 
amendments were a restate- 
ment of the articles of Incor- 
poration, when the fee would 
be $.100; from $20 to 150 for 
filing articles of merger or 
consolidation where two cor- 
porations are involved, plus 
$20 for each additional cor- 
poration. 

Tito same fee .schedule .and 
increases wouhPapply to 'out- 
of-state corporations iterat- 
ing in Illinois under ccrtili- 
ealesof authority. ,. 

When the present fees 
were established, collections 
by the Corporation Division 
accounted for 3 per cent of 
state revenue, but today they 
represent_only._nn_inflnitesi- 
irtal fraction of state rev- 
enue, Secretary Powell said.

By a conservative esti- 
mate,. It costs the state $100/ 
000 to maintain a retarded 
child In an Institution for his, 
lifetime, Dr. Yoder said. By 
discovering potential retard- 
ees at birth and preventing 
retardation, the state 'saves 
the .expense of institutional- 
izing them. 

An Illinois law passed In 
1065 made compulsory the 
testing of nil ' newborns In 
the state for PKU. Compre- 
hcnslve screening started in 
May of that year. Prior to 
that time, the department 
had Initiated and sponsored 
screening programs in many 
hospitals and started exten- 
sive educational and 'Service 
programs. :•'- " . • • 

During the three years the 
testing has been carried on 
in the state, 14 of 300,000 
newborn infants were found 
to have phenylketonuria 
(PKU), a metabolic defect 
that allows excess quantities 
of an amino acid to build up 
In the blood. If the infant 
is not placed on a restricted 
diet, the defect can result 
in severe, Irreversible men- 
tal retardation, Dr. Yoder 
said. 

"While the incidence of 
PKU-.is -lowr damage to un- 
treated children Is so high 
that neither the state nor 
parents can ignore it," Dr. 
Yoder said. "This Is one 
instance where prevention Is 
tlte best means of combating 
mental Illness/'

DRUNKEN DRIVER TEST 
CONSTITUTIONAL * 

' The Fifth Amendment to 
(lie United. States Constilu- 
ion. which guarantees that 
no person may be required 
to testify against himself in 
any criminal proceeding, 
does not prevent a person 
Trom being given a test for 
drunkenness. 

.The. U. S. Supreme Court 
recently held that a blood 
specimen taken from a sus- 
pected drunken driver with- 
out his consent could he 
used against him as evidence-, 

In effect," the Supreme 
Court ruled that 1 a tost for 
blood alcohol content is a 
minor intrusion into the in- 
dividual's body under very 
limited conditions, and the 
Fifth- Amendment does not 
apply. 

Also, as to the Fourth 
Amendment, which protects 
cili/eus against .unreasonable 
search and seizure, the Court 
held the blood test to be 
reasonable; common to physi- 
cal examinations and there- 
fore, not in conflict with the 
Amendment. 

In Illinois, the most com- 
mon method of determining 
whether a -person was driv- 
ing under the inflluencc of 
alcohol is the test by physical 
observation. Officers report- 
thelr observations, including 
whether the driver could 
walk a straight line, had the 
smell of alcohol on his 
breath, a liquor bottle on his 
person or in his car; whether 
he could pick up coins off 
a table or speak or think 
clearly, and so on. 

A laboratory lest common- 
ly used in ' Illinois is the 
breathalyzer test. This test 
measures the amount of al- 
cohol in the body from a 
sample of the person's breath, 
taken in a balloon. 

Once evidence is presented 
in court it is up to the judge 
or the jury, if the defend- 
ant chooses a jury trial, to 
dete'rmino whether or not 
the driver was drunk.

GUARDIAN UNDER 
EYE OF LAW 

What are the legal respon- 
sibilities of a guardian of a 
minor' child? 

Under Illinois law, there 
are two types of- guardian 
— lite guardian of the person 
of a minor child and the 



guardian of lite minor's es- 
tate and property. They 
may be oneand_the_same 
person. 

According to' the Illinois 
State Bar Association, the 
guardian or the estate is 
charged by law with the core, 
management and investment 
of the child's ■ estate. In- 
come and "profits from the 
estate must be applied as 
authorized by the court for 
the comfort, support and ed- 
ucation of the child. 

The estate guardian must 
cither be a person who re? 
sides in Illinois or a corpora- 
tion- qualified to accept and 
execute trusts in Illinois. 

The person appointed 
guardian of the person of n 
minor child may be a non- 
resident or a. resident of Illi- 
nois. This guardian is re- 
sponsible for the 'child's per- 
sonal care, welfare and up- 
bringing. 

Under the law, a guardian 
may. he appointed for any 
minor — a boy under 21 years 
of age or a girl under 18 — 
whose natural parents are 
deceased or unable, unfit or 
unwilling to give the child 
the care, comfort, education 
and support to which the 
child Is entitled. 

In that event, any reputa- 
ble citizen of Illinois may 
request lite Court in the 
county in which the child 
resides to appoint a guardian 
or guardians. After a' hear- 
ing, the Court will appoint. a 
guardian for the person of 
the minor and, if necessary, 
a guardian for the estate. 

If the child is over 14 years 
of age, lie may nominate his 
own guardian of the estate 
subject to - the approval of 
■the Court: 

The guardian makes an 
annual report to the Court of 
his acts and of the income 
and expenses for the ward, 
and Is liable for any waste 
or mismanagement of the 
ward's funds. 

When the .minor reaches 
21 (or 18 for girls), the guard- 
ianship ends and the guard- 
ian reports the fact to the 
Court and turns all the prop- 
■crty-ovei-to-tlie-wariL_. 



Employment Plan 
For U.S. Grads 

Employment by the -Illinois 
Division of -Highways will he 
available this summer to 400 
male high' school graduates 
who. dp not intend to enter 
college' next fall. Principals 
of high schools throughout 
the state have details of the 
employment program., 

Half of the 400 candidates 
selected for employment un- 
der-.the-program_wIlLtake.jin. 
engineering technical train- 
ing course at the University 
of Illinois during the sum- 
mer of 1007. Tuition will be 
paid by the Division of High- 
ways. The others will be as- 
signed to highway construc- 
tion projects this summer 
and sent to the university 
for special studies in the 
summer fo 1068. 

Students and those assign- 
ed to construction projects 
will receive salaries of $350 
a month at the start of the 
program. This will be in- 
creased to $400 a month, af- 
ter 11 weeks, which is when 
the first training course will 
be completed. 

Applications of interested 
students should be received 
by District Engineers of tlte 
Division, of Highways by 
March 20.

OUT CONSENT OF ALL- 

It is against the law -in IHl- 
nols-for-a person-torecord.a 
conversation between himself 
and another person or be- 
tween other persons without 
their permission. 

According to the Illinois 
State Bar Association, state 
laws regulating the use of 
eavesdropping, device forbid 
their use by anyone to hear 
or record all or any part of an 



oral conversation, conducted 
by telephone, in person or by 
other means, "without the 
consent of any parly there- 
to." 

In a recent suit, known as 
the Stlckney Township caBe, 
it was argued that if one per- 
son agreed to tlte recording 
of his conversation with an- 
other person, the recording 
was legal and could be admit- 
ted as evidence in court. 
However, the Illinois Su- 
preme Court ruled the Eaves- 
dropping Act prohibits the 
"b u g g i n g" or electronic 
eavesdropping of a conversa- 
tion without the consent of 
ALL parties to it 
— The-U— ft-Supremo-Gourt 
has ruled that wiretapping — 
the recording of a telephone 
conversation by wire tap^— 
by. a police officer is uncon- 
stitutional. Wiretapping by 
private persons is prohibited 
by the Federal Communica- 
tions Act. 

Under Illinois law, any 
person convicted of elec- 
tronic eavesdropping may be 
fined lip to $1,000; confined 
for a period not to exceed 
one year in a penal institu- 
tion other than a peniten- 
tiary from one to two years,

MEDICARE'S EXTENDED 
CARE BENEFITS , 

On January 1, 1067' the ex- 
tended care benefits of Medi- 
care began '.for persons over 
65. Although Social" Secur- 
ity will only pay this benefit 
for older patients, the ex- 
tended care facility. (ECF) is 
available to all patients re- 
quiring skilled nursing care. 
Whot Is an ''Extended Care 
Facility" and what will It pro- 
vide? . , • .... 

An ECF- Is a new type of 
health care: facility for the 
aged— something of a cross 
between a hospital and nurs- 
ing home — that will accom- 
modate patlonts who require 
less Intensive care than that 
of a hospital, yet more in- 
tenisve care than that of a 
nursing home on n relatively 
short term basis.' 

This new entity will pro- 
vide these patients with skill- 
ed nursing care, and occupa- 
tional, physical and speech 
therapy, plus other special 
services-are needed. — — 

To Insure these services 
are of high quality— under 
the Medicare program— the 
ECF must meet stringent re- 
quirements of the law. Re- 
quirements such as; 24 hour 
skilled nursing care .... . 
medical supervision of each 
patient. . . . an_arrangement 
with a hospital for transfer 
of patients ... and compli- 
ance with Title .VI of the 
Civil Rights Act which" pro- 
hibits discrimination (to men- 
tion a few). ,.., 

Anyone 05 or over is eligi- 
ble for medicare benefits, }ln 
an ECF if they meet these 
conditions: 

'"The patient must be hos- 
pitalized for a minimum of 
three consecutive days. 

*Tlte patient must be ad- 
mitted to an ECF on a dqc- 
torls-orders within 14 days 
from the date of IthThospitaT 
discharge. 

*The patient must be ad- 
mitted for' further treatment 
of a condition for which he 
was hospitalized. 

When these conditions are 
met, here's how Medicare 
helps to pay the bill: 

"Medicare covers all ser- 
vices — including those of 
residents and interns-ln-traln- 
big of a teaching hospital 
which has a transfer agree- 
ment with the ECF. It will 
NOT, however, cover the pay- 
ment for physician services, 
private duty nursing, nor tlte 
full cost of a private room 
if considered medically un- 
necessary.

•It pays the full cost of 
services furnished by an ECF 
for the first 20 days.

PET THERAPY 

Did you realize pets can 
be a valuable aid in the phys- 
ical and mental treatment of 
patients? 

That's right. Actually al- 
most anything — including 
television — can cheer up pa- 
tients. But dogs, cats, birds, 
monkeys, squirrels and even 
skunks are much more . ef- 
fective. 

' You see, the very fact that 
pets are "alive" can stimu- 
late a patient's desire to live. 
And by providing compan- 
ionship and a feeling of se- 
curity (some even assume 
the role of guardian) they or- 
ten help people actually get 
well. ; :

OFTEN CAN BE CURED 

tio you find it extremely 
difficult to read road signs 
while driving at night? 
— .Do'theMlghtsor-oncoming 
cars practically blind you? 

Do you have to wait 10-15 
minutes before your vision 
adjusts in a dark room? 

If so, you're probably 
among the 10 million Ameri- 
cans who suffer from night 
blindness. 

Night blindness, medically 
known as nyctalopia fnyc-ta- 
lo'-pl-a), is a condition in 
which the eyes do not readily 
adapt to, dim light. Unfor- 
tunately, the afflicted are 
seldom aware of their con- 
dition. They think it's quite 
normal to experience trouble 
seeing in the dark. And, un- 
less they find themselves on

You see, the inability to 
see well in the dark is often 
a sign of . vitamin A defi- 
cienc y. O nce the^ body re- 
ceives an adequate amount of 
this vitamin, the impaired

The big problem is diag- 
nosing it. An eye examina- 
tion won't reveal night blind- 
ness, for It doesn't cause any 
noticeable changes in the 
eye. So unless a patient spe- 



cifically complains about his 
weakened night vision, it us- 
ually goes undetected. Un- 
fortunately, many cases go 
undetected. For few realize 
their vision — which may even 
be 20/20 — is actually abnor- 
mal. 

If you have trouble seeing 
at night, discuss the problem 
witlt your physician.

Or does 
the most powerful govern- 
mental unit in the area — 
local, municipal or county — 
dominate the situation? Or 
does the combination .of pro-, 
grains', - agencies-atuhseramb- 
ling turn into a confused, 
wasteful moss? 

All governmental units in 
Illinois, from the stale gov- 
ernment on down, are- con- 
cerned with tills dilemma. 

So are township govern- 
ments. ... 

There is a good case for 
township governments to be 
a primary factor in the ad- 
ministration of health and 
welfare, services in their 
communities. 

Township governments are 
close to" the. people. They 
know local problems ' and 
needs. They, are able to 
respond to local needs quick- 
ly and efficiently. 

Also, a given township 
can perform functions on 
-bohalf-of-a-cluster_oLyillages, : 
towns or., .cities, within . its 
boundaries. It, has been cal- 
culated In one upstate town- 
ship with a total population 
of about. 150,000 in five vil- 
lages, that ' a town health 
board and the services it 
would administer and pro- 
vide^ could be maintained at 
half the per capita tax rate 
than any of the five villages 
would assess. ' 

In addition, township gov- 
ernment generally is freer of 
political motivations, because 
of the direct responsibility 
to the people under which it 
operates. This is a favorable 
Climate for health and wel- 
fare activities., 

Township .government in 
Illinois is fully authorized by 
the s';.;f! constitution and by 
the legislature to. function as 
a lieiath and welfare service 
body.

The disease is 
so widespread thai it would 
more than fill all of the beds 
hi Chicago Hospitals, nursing 
and convalescent homes with 
active TB cases! • 
„ Dr. Bctlag estimated that 
there arc over 100.090 TB 
cases. in Haiti. and currently 
there' arc .only -100 hospital 
beds available : to care for 
these people. In . addition, 
there is a real lack of case 
detection, available drugs, 
x-ray and clinic facilities. 

Dr. Bettag is a member of 
a voluntary team known as 
the American-Haitian Tuber- 
culosis Foundation, Inc., in 
tlie State of Illinois. 

A drug firm, the Mallin- 
ckrodt Corp., is lending sup- 
port to the work being done 
by this medical team from 
Illinois. ' . 

Plans arc currently under 
way to build a new 150 bed 
TB hospital with 50 beds-'for 
women, 50 beds for men — 
and 50 beds for children. 

Dr. Bettag indicated that 
from a comparative stand- 
point tuberculosis problems 
of this nature certainly war- 
rant the support of all per- 
sons interested in the fight 
against this disease. Modern 
transportation has narrowed 
the distance of these once 
remote areas which means 
that TB will be a constant 
threat to stales such as Illi- 
nois, if left unattended.

Dr. John, J. Zannlni, M.D., 
President of the" Lake Coun- 
ty Unit, A.C.S. (declared that 
the decision 1 to place i" 4 'riew 
and greater emphasis on the 
warning signals grew out of 
the fact that too many people 
dp not know the early- signs 
that could mean cancer, 
.This, despite years of effort 
to make them common 
knowledge. 

. 'i > ooplc,.in any. largo num- 
ber, cannot name most of 
the warning signals," he' said. 
"A study made last year 
showed that only 60 per cent 
of the people in the sampl- 
ing could name one of the 
warnings. In 1955, it was 
60 per cent and in 1948, 51 
per cent: 

"Thus, there was only a 
nine percentage point gain 
in knowledge of the warning 
signals in a period of more 
than eleven years." 

Studios also show that 
when people arc alert to' the 
warning signals they tend 
to go-to-the-doctor earlier. 



said that the 1966 study 
jahovved Jhat of those asked 
to write downrany-three-of 
the seven warning signals, 
only 25- per cent named 
three; 25 per" cent two; 19 
per cent one and 31 per cent 
none.; 

"The warning signals of 
cancer arc most important, 
Dr. Zannini said. '"'If one 
goes to his doctor when he is 
alerted by a signal, and if 
cancer Is found, the chance 
of cure is greatly increased.' 1 

Plans for the April Cru- 
sade, he ' explained, call for 
every family in Lake County 
to. receive a list, of the warn : 
ing' signals, most of them to 
be distributed, in person by 
volunteers. The list of warn- 
ing signals will be designed 
so they can be detached and 
pasted in the family medi- 
cine cabinet - . 

For this and other work, 
the Society estimates that 
5,000 volunteers will bo need- 
ed in Lake County. Dr. 
Zannini expressed confidence 
that people will respond "be- 
cause cancer is a problem 
that needs urgent attention," 

The Society's 1967 Crusade 
theme will be " Guard those 
you love. Know cancer's 
warning signals. Give to the 
American Cancer Society."

To the Members of the 
A.F.S. and to Our Guests: 

The only good thing about 
our not being here tuntglit— r 
and only a very special trip 
such as this we're on could 
keep us away — the only good 
thing is that we can speak 
our hearts more frecljj than 
we might he Inclined to do 
in person. 

And what we want to ex- 
press to you is pur ver y dee p 
satisfaction and pleasure in 
having Diana in our home, 
Everybody has had the ex- 
perience of offering a little 
and. finding the-small gift re- 
turned a hundred times over, 
and this is just such an ex- 
perience. Where we offer a 
little space in our homes, the 
whole country of Ecuador is 
opened, up to us through 
close acquaintance with its 
color and its problems and 
its fascinating 'history. And 
where we are prepared to 
befriend \ and tolerate a 
stranger in our midst, in- 
stead, we are met by a warm, 
loving girl with complete 
trust in us. a member of the 
family immediately and ir- 
resistibly. 

"I know that there are fam- 
ilies here tonight and out in 
tlfe~c'ommunlty~who-hnve~con~ 
sidered lightly the prospect 
to taking a foreign student 
and, remembering my own 
feelings, I know it seems at 
first an . overwhelming pros- 
pect" as the unknown is al- 
ways formidable and then, 
upsetting -the-status-quo-of 
your family always seems a 
somewhat frightening pros- 
pect. But a reasonably heal- 
thy household can profit by 
upsetting the status cjuo oc- 
casionally, and where the 
members have to stretch a 
little to accommodate, they 
strengthen considerably. 

•Now, since there are many 
more applications for a home 
than there are homes offered, 
the requirements are not so 
limited. In our home, Diana 
shares Sally's room and nei- 
ther one has ever complained 
to me about it, though I don't 
see "how either one can bear 
the clutter and the clatter. 
But each family offers only 
what it can. Daina has Ecua- 
dorian friends in other 
homes, one using the pri- 
vate swimming pool and 
basking in all the luxuries 
and on the other hand, one 
girl wrote that she was very 
happy in a home where the 
resources were extremely 
limited. " No one is misled 
about what to expect when 
you state the situation clear- 
ly on your application form. 
.From our experience, I see 
no real necessity for a home 
with a high school student or 
even a home with children 
for that matter; There are 
advantages and disadvantag- 
es each way, and for a cer- 
tain student somewhere your 
home might be the ideal spot. 
The most important requi- 
site, as we see it, is this: that 
every member of the family 
must want tills student to 
live with them for nine 
months. Otherwise, there is 
a possible source of friction. 
But where everyone approves 
the plan from P the beginning, 
then almost any trouble can 
be surmounted. And when 
a-bad-fit-does-Qccur^-it!s-real-- 
ly not the end of the world 
for anyone; a transfer is 
made very smoothly with no 
need for hard feelings, and 
Diana corresponds with three 
or four students who have 
made changes, in their homes 
already this year. 

We feet that a decade from 
now sending and receiving 



sehtatlve group, it's such a 
simple, -natural solution to 
the basic problems of world- 
wide understanding. What 
more Ideal way Is there for 
obtaining n. really broad 
educational ".back g r o u n d? 
And J cairyouiinngine-the-far-

Every citizen or 
resident Of the United States, 
whether an adult or minor, 
who had $600 or more gross 
income in 1966 is required to 
file a return. For taxpayers 
65orover a reluriHs-not-re- 
quired unless gross income 
was at least $1,200. V 

The tax forms mailed to 
taxpayers are , not pre-ad- 
dressed. Mr. " Coyle asks 
that these forms be used for 
filing, purposes and to watch 
these points: 

. 1. NAME AND ADDRESS 
— Be sure you enter your 
name and address correctly. 
You may use your full (first,- 
second and last) name this 
year if you desire. If your 
name differs from your So- 
cial Security card, contact 
your Social Security Admin- 
istration office for correc- 
tion.You need .not wait for 
the correction to file your 
tax return. Your name and 
address should be printed or 
typewritten. 

2. COPY YOUR SOCIAL 
SECURITY NUMBER— exact- 
ly as it appears on your So-' 
cial Security Card, If you do 
not have a Social Security 
Number, you should obtain 
one from your local Social 
Security Administration Of- 
fice. 

3. FILE EARLY— before 
the April 17 deadline. Tax- 
payers of the twenty -six 
counties of northern Illinois 
should file their returns with 
the District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue, 17 N. Dear- 
born Street, Chicago, Illinois 
60602. 

Mr. Coyle urges you to get 
your information and records 
together and file as soon as 
you can.

The spectator assumes a 
certain .'degree of risk when 
he goes to a :sporls event 
where a puck or baseball or 
oilier object may come into 
the audience. 

•According to the Illinois 
Stale Bar Association, lire 
liability or management for 
the safety of patrons nt a 
sports arena is not a blanket 
one and, depends upon the 
circumstances surrounding 
an Injury to I he spectator. 

For example, the spectator 
who takes a scat at a hockey 
game knowing Dial the area 
Is not protected by a screen 
and is in a place where pucks 
are likely to come, may be 
unnhic to collect damages 
if he is injured by one. 

In this situation, the law 
might say that the spectator- 
railed to exercise due care 
on ids own bo ha If and that 
he assumed the risk of sil- 
ting where he was. 

On the other hand, if tlic 
puck comes to an area where 
it would not be expected, an 
injured spectator would have 
another case. Tho spectator 
would argue that- he had in 
no way contributed to his in- 
jury but had, in Tact, done all 
in his power to protect him- 
self against tho normal and 
predictable hazards of the 
game.

In one Illinois county, where 
bankruptcies average one a 
day, most of the filings are 
by people who were the vic- 
tims or their own poor handl- 
ing of their fiscal affairs and 
of slack credit safeguards by 
lenders, the ISBA slated.
